Damage Believed Negligible. 


Due to the storm, no wire communication exists with 
the outside world, and no one knows how it fares with 
other cities to the north or east of us. 
Rumors are all 
that can be secured, and there is not the slightest founda­ 
tion for any of them. 
The latest news sent in by the 
Associated Press came yesterday afternoon and read as 
follows: 
Washington, Sept. 14.— Danger to the Gulf coast from 
the tropical hurricane aparently has passed. 
The storm 
swept inland from the western gulf about 4 o'clock this 
morning near Brownsville, and passed on into Mexico, 
where it was dissipated within the Mexican mountains, 
according to weather bureau officials. Only slight damage 
was caused at Galveston, where at 7 o'clock today there 
was a nine-foot tide and the wind reached 6 0 miles an 
hour. 
Reports iroin there are reassuring. 
Officials said 
the barometer at 
Brownsville where the disturbance 
passed was 2 8 .5 5 . 


The Times was without electric power this morning, 
and up to I o'clock this afternoon. As a consequence, what 
news was available had to be set by hand, in the old­ 
fashioned way, and the force was obliged to exert every 
effort to get out a paper at all. I he absence o> telegraphic 
news causes us for the first time in several years to publish 
a purely local paper.

Since Sunday Evening Laredo Has Been Isolated, the First Time 
in Several Yeais, and No One Knows What has Hap­ 
pened to Other Cities in This Section, Though 
Damage Believed Negligible. 


Due to the storm, no wire communication exists with 
the outside world, and no one knows how it fares with 
other cities to the north or east of us. 
Rumors are all 
that can be secured, and there is not the slightest founda­ 
tion for any of them. 
The latest news sent in by the 
Associated Press came yesterday afternoon and read as 
follows: 
Washington, Sept. 14.—Danger to the Gulf coast from 
the tropical hurricane aparently has passed. 
The storm 
swept inland from the western gulf about 4 o’clock this 
morning near Brownsville, and passed on into Mexico, 
where it was dissipated within the Mexican mountains, 
according to weather bureau officials. Only slight damage 
was caused at Galveston, where at 7 o'clock today there 
was a nine-foot tide and the wind reached 6 0 miles an 
hour. 
Reports from there are reassuring. 
Officials said 
the barometer at 
Brownsville where the disturbance 
passed was 28.55. 


The Times was without electric power this morning, 
and up to I o’clock this afternoon. As a consequence, what 
news was available had to be set by hand, in the old­ 
fashioned way, and the force was obliged to exert every 
effort to get out a paper at all. The absence of telegraphic 
news causes us for the first time in several years to publish 
a purely local paper.
